of the customs authorities. 

3. Paragraph 2.52.1 is amended as under: 

Status holders shall be entitled to export freely exportable items on free of cost basis 
for export promotion subject to an annual limit of Rs.lO lakhs or 2% of the average 
annual export realization during the preceding three licensing years whichever is 
higher. 

4. Appendix 16A pertaining to application form for grant of export licence for export of 
SCOMET items mentioned as restricted for export in appendix - 3 schedule 2 of 
ITC(HS) classifications of export and import items is appended to this Public Notice.
